from  the  Weymouth  Waterworks  Company1 s  springs  and  the  Portland  U.D. C.  deep 
borehole.  The  water  supplies  for  both  Weymouth  and  Portland  are  chlorinated 
at  source.  Reports  of  ail  bacteriological  examinations  are  freely  available 
to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  two  districts.

At  Weymouth  Harbour,  the  Berthing  Master  is  responsible  for  the  safe 
custody  and  cleanliness  of  the  stand  pipe  for  connection  to  the  Water 
Company* s  main  on  the  quay.

2.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations  of  rodents  to  be  carried  out  at.  the  County  Laboratory, 
Dorchester.  No  such  examinations  were  carried  out  during  i960. 

3*  The  Port  Health  Inspector  has  been  trained  in  modern  methods  of 

rodents  control,  including  ”108  Off-  Sodium  Fluoroacetate.  Small  infestations 
are  dealt  with  by  trapping  and  baiting.  Large  scale  infestations  would  be 
dealt  with  by  specialist  fumigation  firms  from  Southampton  or  London.
